474 ON OTEAMER 


Remained on Board Ship, 
Rather Than Seek Safety in 
Lifeboats 


Paris. Jan. 17.—-Georges Metayer, of 
Bordeaux, was the only passenger res- 
cued of the 474 aboard the steamer 
Afrique When she was wrecked last 
Bunday In the Bay of Biscay. 

M. Metayer said that many others 
might have been saved, but that they 
refused to enter the lifeboats. He de- 
gcrided the scenes aboard the Afrique 
which were terrible; Senegalese pray- 
ej, while many passenger# took mat- 
tere calmfy, believing ghat sight of the 
steamer Ceylan, which was summoned 
toyhe scene by wireless Satarday, 
meant safety. With @ hole in her side 
the Afrique steamed toward land 
through a tempest. Her speed in- 
creased ag the rising water in the aold 
exinguished some of the fires, the 
narrator continued. By ‘night all the 
fires were out and the supply of elec- 
trely stopped. 

“The vesse! Usted to an angle of 40 
degrees," M. Metayer stated, “and the 
captain ordered the boats lowered. 
The passengers, seemingly not under- 
standing the seriousness of the situa- 
tion, refused to Set in the boats de- 
caring that they felt safer aboard 
the Afrique. At no time was there 
any panic, The passengers remained 
on the steamer of their own volition 

“T took a place in a boat with a 
number of members of the crew. For 
more than an hour we could not get 
away from the steamer, which leaned 
over frightfully. Her rolling altern- 
ately threw us away and pulled us 
back. We picked up out of the water 
several members of the crew. {nclud- 
ing Second Officer Coree and Lieuten- 
a

did bis full duty as da'd the 23-year- 
old wireless operator, Meeler, who, for 
24 hours had the receivers to his ears 
and sent and received messages. 

“1 am persuaded that if the pas- 
sencers had not refused to en »> the 
boats a great number would have un- 
doubtedly been saved.”
